1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the following items from the Applicant. 
Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed on 03/29/2004 and 04/02/2004. The 

references cited on the PTOL 1449 form have been considered. 

Specification 

2. The specification has been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of possible minor errors. However, the applicant's cooperation is requested in 
correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2, 9, 11-15 and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U. S. C. § 102 (b) as being 
anticipated by Hsieh, U.S. Patent. No. 5.459,476. 

Regarding claims 1,12 and, Hsieh discloses an antenna mount comprising: a U- 
shaped support frame having a front portion 1 1 , a back portion 1 1 , and a bottom portion 
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10 connected between the front and back portions, the bottom portion having a concave 
seat 14 formed centrally on the interior surface of the U-shaped frame; and a rotator 
element 20 pivotably supported between the front portion and the back portion of the U- 
shaped frame, the rotator element 20 including a pendulum portion extending 26,24 
between the front and back portions, a spring-biased 22 piston 23 provided at the 
bottom of the pendulum portion, wherein the piston 23 is spring biased to be securely 
engaged in the seat 14 when the pendulum portion is in parallel alignment with the front 
and back portions of the U-shaped frame, and a connector 26 for receiving and 
engaging an antenna (see fig. below). 

Regarding claim 2, Hsieh discloses the pendulum portion has a rounded contour 
at its bottom end (See below). 

Regarding claim 9, Hsieh discloses the rotator element is rotatable either 
clockwise or counterclockwise (See fig. 3). 

Regarding claim 1 1 , it is inherent that the antenna mount is suitable for use with 
military antennas because Hsieh discloses antenna of a motor vehicle (see column 1 , 
line 5-10). 

Regarding claims 13-15, Hsieh discloses the bottom of the pendulum portion on 
with is the piston 23 is provided has a rounded contour (see figure below) and wherein 
the rotator element is rotatable both the clockwise and counterclockwise around the 
pivot shaft 21 (See fig. 1 and 3). 

Regarding claims 18-20, Hsieh disclose the back plate is configured to be 
attachable to a bracket (15) for mounting on a military vehicle, the antenna mounting 
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portion 26 of tlie rotator element includes a threaded threshold 26 for engaged receiving 
an antenna (See fig. 2). 


Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3-8, 10 and 16-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims, since the prior art of record and 
considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed 
the rotator element is shaped as an upside-down "L", a fist bore formed centrally 
through the length thereof, a second bore formed perpendicularly to and 
intersecting the first bore.
